Ina LET TER to a Friend, 


SIR, 


Eing (© long lilent, (occalioned as you ſhall another time hear) I could 
not in Modeſty have troubled you with this, had not both your Com- 
mands, (which yeſterday by accident I came to know) 2nd the new 

as well as ſtrange Diſcovery I give you an account of, been powerful Interce- 
ders; but (ſhortly you ſhall hear from me. Therefore without troubling you 
any further, know, That about a year ſince, there was ſome ſma!l Diſcovery 
made again(t the Earl of Tyrone, in relation to a Plot in Aunſter : On which 
he attended the Councel, and was for ſome time confined to his Chamber ; 
but there being but one Witneſs, he was dilmiſfſed his attendance for that 
time. Since then, on Thurſday laſt, he was committed to the Caſtle, on 
new Evidence, for the former Buſine(s. There is one Ponrke, Mac- Nezrarre, 
and Fanagar, come 1n as Evidences againſt him; all ſpeak much to the fame 
purport, and the effect of all is, That he had engaged the Province of Var- 
fter, (to wit, the Kowan Party) mm the Cauſe, and in a ſhort time donbred 
not to ſecure many others. The Caſtle and City of Limerick was to have been 
betrayed, and after this manner : There were to be Five hundred, beſides a 
Party in the City, Three Hundred whereof were to be lodg-d in the 
1riſþ Town without the Gates, and the other two hundred to be plac'd con- 
veniently near the Caſtle, and in the morning when the Trevally beat, (at 
which time the Town-tolks were preſumed to be drowſie, and in their } eds) 
the three hundred were to enter into the City, and on the Alarm, their Party 
within were to cut the Proteſtants Throats, and make themſelves Maſters of 
the City: And the other two hundred were plac'd as aforeſaid, to prevent 
any Succour from the Caſtle, and were likewiſe to endeavour the Surprize of 
that ; and all this for the dear ſake of the French King, who was to have 
Landed in the great River of Shazor with an Army, Thus far all the Wit- 
neſles agree 3 but Mac- Nemarre, who appears to be an Ingenuous perſon, goes 
farther, and produced a Liſt (as he ſays from the Earl) of a hundred of the 
principal perſons concerned, and ſaid (as I am informed ) in Counc. 1. If he 
made not out his Allegations, he would be content to have his Throat cut. 
He alſo gave an account how he became firſt concerned, being thus : The Farl 
taking him one day into his Lord(hips Garden, informed him thot he had a 
buſineſs of great Weight to impart to him, and knew no perſon {o quelified 
for ſuch an Undertaking as he was. And after promiſing himygieat Rewards, 
and propoling a way how he ſhould not only get, but ſecure a con{:derable 
Eſtate 3 He was wrought upon, and did declare his readineſs to ſerve his 
Lordihip 1n any thing, to the utmoſt extent both of his Life and Fortune. 
Whereupon his Lordſhip informed him of the whole Deſign of bringing in the 
French King, and Jaid open the feafiblenels of the thing : And Mac- Nemarre 
demanding, how they could deal with the Proteſtants, they being generally

The Memoir of Mr. Sydney, Extraordinary Enwoy of the King of Great 
Britain, preſented to my Lords the States-General of the United 
Prowinces the gth of January, 1672. 


HE ſubſcribed extraordinary Envoy of the King of Great Britain, 
doubts not but your Lordſhips are well informed by the Embaſſa- 
dor you have near His Majeſty, with what aſtoniſhment and trou- 
ble he received the Inſtances made to your Lordſhips by the moſt 
Chriſtian King to enter into a Defenſive League with him and 

ſince the French Embaſlador by his Memoir prelented yeſterday to your Lord- 
ſhips, hath ſo vehemently reiterated the ſame, he cannot forbear to repreſent by 
expreſs order from his Maſter,that he cannot look on this Alliance other than as a 
League to be made againſt him, after your Lordſhips had made ſuch difficulty 
to paſs the AQ of Guaranty of the Peace concluded at Nimmegzen, to which you 
were obliged by the two ſolema Treaties of the 10 Jarwary, and 26 of July, 1678. 

That the King his Maſter cannot comprehend this Alliance to have 
other proſpe&t than the ſole defence of Fraxce, or of this State: The 
French King being in a profound Peace, fearing nothing from the Princes his neigh- 
boursz and your Lordſhips alſo not having any ſubject to apprehend you may 
be unquieted by them; ſo that this League can have uo other end but to facilitate 
the means for his reſentment and diſpleaſure conceived from the ſeparate Peace 
made between his Maſter and this State in 16743 and the zeal his Majeſty ex- 
preſied in obtaining for your Lordſhips and your Allies, a Peace more advanta- 
geous than that concluded at Nizzmeguer, and to have Guaranted that Peace alſo. 

If your Lordſhips refle& upon the Frezch King's Declaration given the Embal- 
{adors, that he ſhould regard this Guaranty of the Peace, as a League made agaiaſt

King his Maſter, to renew the Inſtances by him made to your Lordſhips by his 
Memoir of the 9th Ialtant , That you will not enter into luch a Treaty as the 
King his Maſter cannot take to be other than an Engagement agaialt His "Jajeſty, 
who pretends not to uſe ſuch Menaces as the Memoirs of the French Embaſlador 
are filled with ; although the King his Maſter hath more cauſe to complain that 


your Lordſhips have but even now paſſed the Act of Guaranty , to which your 


Lord{kips were obliged by two ſuch ſolemn Treaties. But as His Majeſty takes 
nothing more to heart than the advantage of this Republick, yet he will nor 
preſs them upon any thing that is not for their Conventency and their Intereſt. 

The Kiog his Maſter p:rſwades himſelf alſo, that after all thoſe aſſurances of 
his Amity aad Aſſiſtance in whatever may happen , which He hath given. your 
Embaſſador at His Court , whereof without all doubt he hath informed your 
Lordſhips ; you will not make an Alliance which He cannot judg to be other 
than againſt Himſelf; and that the Inſtances of the Moſt Chriſtian King , though 
too preſſing and importunate to be preſented to a Free Commonwealth, will not 
be capable to divert your Lordſhips from your True Intereſt, nor from the Amity 
and {tri Union between His Majeſty and thi State, in a Time and on an Occa- 
fion when He gives your Lordſhips ſo eſſential Marks, and when your Lord(hips 
have aſſured His Majeſty that you will continue and encreaſe the ſame on your

And in the ſame Treaty wherein they made Peace with Swedey, they reneved. 
their former Alliances. | 

The #rench King demands but the ſame thing of this State, which if they do not 
do, his Majeſty will have grounds to believe that the States have particular rea- 
tons why they will have no Alliance, aor - more ftritt Friendſhip -with him, 
and then his Majeſty hath juſt reaſon to take his Meaſures upon that Foot, 

And his Majeſty will have the greater reaſon to do fo; ſeeing the States have 
Alliances with all the other Princes of Exrope, and the French King being the only | 
Prince with whom they have nor, nor will not have any ; His moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty hath reafon to perſwade himſeit that all the Alliances the States have with 
other Princes, are defigned on!y to take their Meaſures againlt him the firſt Op 
portunity that ſhall preſent ; nor will it at all excuſe them.to ſay that the Alliances 
the States have with England and 8p4in were made during the States dcing tavol- 
ved in War,ſeeing the Alliance that Fraxce now propoſeth, conſiſts not of any pars

-If tn the preſent Conjuntture of affairs they refuſe the renewing the Alliance 
with France, his Majeſty will have no ground to believe that they eſtzem the i1- 
tereſt of France and the States incompatible, and by conlequence that ir will be- 
come him for ever to take other Meaſures, ſecing the Eſtates declare to him that

The French King is fo far from taking it 1]! that the States create themſclves new 
friends and alliances, that he would himſelf procure them for them, it he kn-w of 
a Prince with whom they have not ajready an alliance. - 

- It is no reafon to be given for the hindering the Alliance with Frazce, to ſay 
that they will not make a Lergue of Gzarantze with England, leeing that League 
is as Declarative againſt France as the T riple League was. | 

That there is no compariſon in making a League of this nature with a Prince 
with whom they are already allied; and the renewing of an Alliance with one 
with whom they have none, although formerly they were ever (traitly allied. 

Whether it can be faid that the States do remain neuter, and not do for one 
Prince what they have already done for another ; as if they would ftraitly allie 
themſelves with the one during the War, and refute to do fo with the other du- 
ring the Peace, and yet call it a State of Neutrality. _ ed * 

For if the Alliances made by the States during the War, hinder them from ma- 
king an Alliance with France now ; 1t is ſuffictent to make his moſt Chriſtian V3- 
jeſty know, that the ſame Spirit that ruled againſt him, during the War, cont:- 
nues {till during the Peace. | 

And 
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And His Majeſty cannot believe that the States are ſincerely returned to him 
as he hath ſincerely given them his friendſhip, ſeeing they refuſe to give hica thoſe 
marks of affettion that he offers them, aud that they have at other times ſo ar- 
dently wiſhed for. 

If they: conſider the foundation of the moſt Chriſtian Kings demand to the States 
to renew the Alliance, they will find themſelves under a preciſe Obligation to per- 
form ir, ſeeing the French Kings Letter of the 18 of May, 1678, which the States 
accepted of, did not contam:thePropolitions of Peace, which were fo agreeable to 
them, but under condition to re-enter iato the ſame Bonds and Alliances, that they 
were anciently in with His Majeſty. 

That notwithſtanding the French King hath no grounds to fear that his Forces 
are not ſufficient to defend himſelf againſt all the attempts of thoſe that bear him 
11] will ; yet however, he thinks himlelf obliged to know whet the States inclina- 
tions are as to his regard, as he 1s already ſatisfied of their ill inteations, who op- 
poſe the renewing of this Alliance, becauſe they cannot without fear and envy 
behold the advantages of ſuch an Unton. | 

It is without good grounds that ſome affirm that the States have never made 
Alliances, but upon preffing occalions, as thoſe were with the ſeveral Priaces du- 
ring the War, and that theſe Alliances ceaſe with the Peace 3; for thoſe that know 
better the ſtate of things, are ſatisfied that the Alliance was not propoled upon any 
particulagaccount, but at the Inſtances of the States during the Peace; whereas 
the Alliances made with other Princes continue firm ſince the Wars, ſo that ſome 
are to continue yet 20 years, others 3o years, and others for ever, whileſt there 
is not. one Prince except Frarce, with whom-the States will not have an Alliance. 

' It is eaſie to anſwer thoſe that fay publicklv, that the Alliance with. Frazce is 
aſſuredly advantageous 3 but however, the States ought to be judg cf their own 
time when to make 1t. 

Upon which 'tis agreed, that if the States would propoſe a new Alliance, it is 
juſt they ſhould chuſe their own time; but when his mott Chriſtian Majefty doth 
require them to renew the ancient Alltance they had with him,and they do it not, 
then it may be concluded, that they have reſpects, which they conlider more than 
the friendſhip of the Frere) King. 

Whereas it one duly conſider this Propoſition in it ſelf, one may fay they have 
had more than time enough to determine it, ſince they have difſcourſed of the 
renewing this Alliance; ſeeing there was a Propoſition of this nature made in A4ay 
laſt by a Miniſter of the Court of Frazce. | 

And the Frezch King ought to preſume, that the States are fo vigilant in their 
own affairs, and ſo affeCtionate to him, that they would have reſolved fince May 
laſt, of what they were to do in this affair ; and now that his Ambaſſador came in 
concluſion to propoſe this Alliance, His Majeſty beholding their ſilence, cannot 
but doubt of their intentions for him, and demand a Decilive anſwer, to the end 
he may once take his due meaſures. | 

Nor can the French King do otherwiſe than draw an ill conſequence from their 
denying to renew the Alliance with him, for fear of offending thoſe that without 
reaſon oppole it, and who can have no other deſign than hopes to make an offea- 
ſive League againſt him, do thercfore hinder this Defenſive Alliance. 

Nor can it be expedted that the Frezch King will always wait the States lea- 
ſure to reſolve, nor after ſo many advances of amity made by his, Majeſty , but 
that the States muſt thank themſelves it His Majeſty, ſecing his Alliance refuſed: 
or negletted, take ſuch meaſures as ſhall not pleaſe them,

There is nothing more dangerous to manage, or more doubtful 
in event, than to bring in changes and alterations in the form and 
nature of Government, 1t 1s as dangerous as to remove the Founda- 
tion of a Houſe, in doing whereof the whole Building will be 
ſhaken, and beſides the danger of falling, it will receive more hurr 
by ſhaking, than it doth good by the new Reparation, to attempr 
ro force the King to call a Parliament againſt his will, is an attempc 
to change the very Nature and Foundation of the Goyernment, for 
hitherto Parliaments were to Sit when the King pleaſed, but now 
ſome would have it that they muſt Sit when ſome of the people 
pleaſe. Anguis ſub berba Later, there's a Snake 1n the Grals, ſomthing 
15 to be feared lies hid, not apparent to every Eye, elle whats the 
matter with us, is any mans Lawful Liberty reſtrained ? Is avy mans 
Property invaded ? Is the Proteſtant Religion any ways injured by 
the Government? But zealouily Aﬀſerted and Protected , are there 
not Laws ſufficient, in a ſhort time, utterly to root out Popery from 
amongſt us, to ſay truth our cauleleſs jealouſies and fears, che old 
bane of the Nation, are our chief grievances : do we fear the French 
Invading us, let us Arm our ſelves with relolution againſt he comes, 
ſtoutly to repel him, but do not letus do his work for him before 
he comes, by cutting our own Throats. There is no deſtruQtion ſo 
great as when we deſtroy our ſelves, nor no greater incouragement 
and temptation toan Enemy than to lee us at variance. The Ro- 
mans attained to their great Empire by the Difſenſtons and Ciy1l- 
Wars which they cunningly fomented amongſt their Neighbours ; 
rather than by force of their Arms ; and they themlelves again fel] 
ro ruin by the ſame means.

have frightned all his Hobby-Horles into Germany, or ſome other 
more remote Country. 

If the Series and Courle of Government muſt be changed every 
time a Diſcontented or Diſlenting party think fic, there will never 
be any ſettlement, for it is impoſſible there ſhould be ſuch Laws as 
will pleaſe all . this SeCt is for one Form of Worſhip and Govern- 
ment, the other for another, the third for a third, and all the reſt of 
each ſeveral Set, (wherewith we roo much abound) is for a by- 
way by it ſelf : the Drunkards like not thoſe Laws which reſtrain 
their Tipling, the Laſcivious men are for Community of women, 
the Idle and Laſfte that are poor and will not Labour, they are for 
Levelling : the Bravoes would have no man Hanged for gentile 
borrowing a Sum upon the Road ; the vain Extravagant who hack 
waſted his Eſtate in Riot, he is for a year of Jubile, a Reaſumcion 
of his Eſtate, and Releaſe from his Debts : it is but the Good only 
that are pleaſed with Good Laws, and ſuch fort of men are not the 
greater number in all Nations : Therefore to prevent the unreaſo- 
nable deſires of unreaſonable men, there ever were Reſtraints upon 
men in all well Ordered Common-Wealths touching Petitions, even 
in thoſe States where the Government was molt Popular : when 
Rome was a Popular State, none were permitted upon pain of death 

to preſent any Petition to the State without the privity and conſent 
of the Scnate, and this had the reputation of the moſt neceſſary Law 
that could be, the like Rule is now obſerved in that Ancient and 
Flouriſhing State of Venice : which ſort of Government many have 
an acking Tooth afrer, and would like enough have an acking 
Heart if they had it; there it is not permitted that any preſent any 
Petition or Requeſt, unto the Senate, without the advice of the 
Council of Sages. - A notable cuſtom it was that was amongſt the 
Locrefians that he that would preſent any Petition or Requeſt to 
have it paſs into a Law, was conſtrained to move it with a Rope 
about his Neck, wherewith he was upon the place to be ſtrangled if 
he failed to prove the Law by him moved for to be profitable for the 
people, fo dangerous was Innovation, and Novelty of Laws and 
Liberty, for all ſorts of people ro meddle with the Government. 
Lookt upon amongſt the Antients, whole examples we ought to fol- 
low in things of good ſucceſs, how unjuſtifable and irregular, then 
is the courſe now practiſed in procuring Subſcriprions to Peritions, 
as if every ordinary man that's hardly able to write his name, were 
able to judg when it is neceflary for a Parliament to fir, and when 
not : but ſirreewhats palt cannot be recalled, chis Petitioner humbly 
defires thoſe that were ſeduced ro Sublcribe the Preſumtive Petition,

Swear, Forſwear , Lic, and Equivocate, in Defence of cheRight, 
and for the Utility and Benchtof the Church: For whuch ſee the Bi- 
ſhopof Lincoln, where he tells you out of their own Authors, That 
the Pope can and does uſually diſpence with Oaths , and that he can di- 


ſpence againſt the Law of Nature , and azainſt the Apoſtle. 
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So that Papiſts nay take as many Oaths as they pleaſe, yet the Pope 
( when he ary diſpence with them, and fer themtree. 

And hefays furcher , Thart1f all theſe ways of Nulling the Obli- 
cations of Oaths tail, yet the Popes Zanizarres the Feſuits, had a new 
way to prevent all ſuch Obligations of Oaths without any Diſpen- 
{ations ; and thatis by Equuvocattons, Rectifying Intentions, and 
their Doctrine of Probabilites : Permcious Errors, deſtructive of 
Humane Socicty : And ( faith he ) ſo notoriouſly known to the 
World, Thar he need not go abour to provetnem, or ſhew the 
pernicious Conſequences of them.

her ſelf againſt them all. : 
We nee not'inftance the prudent condud', andthe management of their Afﬀairs againſt 


the moſt formidable power of the Szltan, whic weld have been a terrour, if not aConfuſion, 
to the:greateli Princes of Exropez it we conſ1 the Ottoman: power, and the continuance of 
thoſe Wars; And we are apt to conctive, that by this Art they have Yone more ſevere execu. 
tion, and given the greater diſturbance to the Ottaman Forces, than all the Princes of Exrepe (tho 
all con{pir'd againſt them } during the Holy War ; For by reaſon of their Divifions, Piques and 
avitnoltics among themſelves Cwhigh-by the' Ballos would eafily have been prevented) they ne- 
ver <ff: ted any Action of Grandicurz or gain d any place but to lole again. 

Whether the Ballot be ſo praQticable in a Monarchy, whereall great Othces and Honours are 
at the diſpoſal. of a Prince, and by Him conferx<cd as a reward of Services; We mult ſubmit 
that to their pleaſures. £1 | 

But certainly to that State wherein it is entertain'd, the advantages which thereby accrew, 
mult-needs be.yery great 3 and would be the beſt cxpedient to eſtabliſh Monarchy for ever ; For 
Monarchy can never, be detizoy'd, but by Factions and Divitions, which can never happen in

” upany Kupture ima Princes Fortune, } were grown worſe than the Malady, broken into Par-

ir being the great Idvl of the People,) but to continue them'during his Lite; And the better 
to reconcile all Intercks, to cauſe 3& to be choſen out of the Conciliado to be of his Council Di 
Stado, (or Privy Council as we call itz) whereot 15 to be Lords, and 15 to be Commons; and 


all thole to be Ele&td by themielvcs by the Ballot , out of the moſt Virtuous and publick Spi- | 


rized perſons anongfit them : And-cvery Ye2r 10 of thoſe to be remov'd out of the Council Di 
Stads, and to return to the Conciliads or Great Council, and by the Ballot to make choice of 
other 19 of the molt Eminent amongſt them tor Integrity and Parts. 

King Galgee gave an exact obſervance to his ſober Council, and by theſe means he united all 
Parties in his Council ; and there was ſuch a due adminiſtration of Juſtice in his Dominions, 
and ſuch virtuous Pcrtons were cholen for the management of Publick Afﬀairs, that in a ſhort 
tive King G {gre became (1 potent, and belov'd of his People, ( for that Prince, who will gain 
their affections, mutt give them eate and plenty, ) that when Badurims, King of Cambaia, in- 
vaded Mind» with an Army of 150000 Horſe, and 500000 Foot z that Prince, by the aſli{tance 
of hisown Subj-cts, and ot fomc mercenary Perſians, and Zagathay, defeated and deliroy'd that 
great Army. 

Cercatnly, as it was great wiſdom in Vanly to give this Council, fo it was great prudence in 
King Galper to follow it ; for the great Council confilting ( or at leati preſum'd to confilt ) of 
the wolt wite, and (utfictent Perſons, ofall his Domintons : the Privy Council,and others, the 
great Officers of State, being, by the Ballut, choſen out of the molt eminent of them for Parts, 
and Ilatcgrity, there mutt nceds be a rare felicity ot Government.” 

There could be no complaints of the male-adminiſtration of the Miniſters of State, ( which 
uſually makes the greatelt noiſe ) they being virtuous and wiſe, and choſen out of the Ballot by 
themſclves 3 ncither were they, who were advanc'd to honour, envied ( which is ever an At- 
tendant upon Greatnels ) by any of the Conciliado ; beeaule they themſelves, in time, might 
attain to that dignity, it their wifdomand integrity thould inworthy them. 

Which was a rarc happineſs tor great men may ſecure themſelves from guilt, but not from 
envy : And we have oblerv'd, that the greateſt in truſt of Publick Aﬀairs, arc ever ſhot ar by the 
aſpirings of thoſe, who deem themſelves leſs in imployment, than they are in merit. 

;Therefore it highly concerns great Miniſters of Statc, to keep Sentinel z for every ſtep they 
tread is pav'd with Fate, and cvery misfortune of theirs commonly procurcs them as much dif- 
honour, as if they had bren perhdious in their praCtice, and their unhappineſs is deem'd for a 
crime. | 

Thezefore let thoſe, who are re1s'd to the height of their greatne(s, confider, that ' Princes 
Favours arc always perillons; and that it's a difhcult thing to ſtand long firm upon Ice, and chat 
che Fall-( how poatle forve: ) will never (uffer them again to riſe, 

Bit Kidg Galgee, by his prudent Government, had a peculiar felicity in his Reign, and eſta- 
blith'd his Dominions upou the Center of a flourithing happineſs; yet' we cannat but obſerve 
one great $vjeriſe in point of State, in King Galgee's rewarding fo many perſons, for being 
croublifowe water Him tor that Prince, who docs pradifc ir, ſhall find, that no ſooner he takes 
off one, but preſently another yets ups and it wilF znimate others to dofo, when they find 
ſuch encovriyement for being troubleſomerz and at Jaft, it the Prince be not able.to gratihe all, 
( which is impotttbte for him ro do) it may turn to the diſſolution of the Government. 

Bur certainly King: Galgee could have no kindnelstor thoſe perſons, he had fo advanc'd, (Pre- 
ferment being, the reward of Virtue, and not to gratihe dilquiet Spirits ) and the People, who 
are ever jealuus of their Rights, mult look upon them, as betrayers of their Libertics ; and the 
end of ſuch perlons (if one well obſerve it ) is commonly very miferable : And the Subjes 
never-{> much repine at their Contributions, as when they obſerve 'them to be the rewards of 
perſons, to whom Fortune, not Merit, gives a growth. 5 

It was a Remark of Henry the Fourth of France, that ſuch perſons,” who made the greateſt noiſe 
in the Parliament of Paris, were men of the leaft ſufficiency ; but they had ſoft tongues, and hard 
faces, they did nyt vent their own.conceits, but the projtdtions and defigns of others; and they 
were like hollow linging Bullets, which uſually flew but half way to the Mark ; whereas the 
Defigrier doth execution, but makes' no report. ': COONIS | 

It was afterwards obſerv'd, that the Succeſſors of this great Galpes,not imitating his excellent 
Arts of Government, and neglecting the choice of the great Miniſters of State by the Ballot ; by 
xcafon whereof men of no ſuthciency were promoted to the higheſt Offices of State, which gave 
diſcouragement to oth:rs of more deſert 3 and, by theix make-adminifteation, diſcontenc to all :

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NATURALIZATION, 
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Some Remarques upon the Ettects thereof, in 
reſpect to the Eſtabliſhed Religion, Trade and 
Safety of His Majeſties Dominions. 


HE firſt Notices of- Naturalizing Alien Merchants under the Name of Endenization 
are handed to us by the Statute of the Firſt of Henry VII. Cap. 2. in theſe words : 


Hereas in time paſt divers Grants have been made by King Edward, as well by bis Letters 
Patents, as by ts of Parliament, to divers Merchant Strangers born out of this Realm to 
be Deniz.ons, whereby they have and enjoy ſuch Freedoms and Liberties as do Denizons born within the 
ſaid Realm, as well m abatement of their Cuſtom which they ſhould bear, as if they were no Deni- 
Z0ns, as in buying and ſelling of therr Merchandize to their great avail and lucre, ana oft-times ſuffer 
other Strangers, not Denizons, deceitfully to ſhip and carry great and natable ſubFance of Merchandize 


1 their Names, by the which the [aid Goods be free of Cuſtom : In hikewiſe as if they were the Goods * 


of a Denizon, where of right they ought to pay Cuftom as the Goods of Strangers, by the which they be 
greatly advanced in Riches and Honour ; and after they be ſo enriched, for the moſt part they convey 
themſelves, with their ſaid Goods, into their own Countries wherem they be naturally born, to the great 
immpoveriſhing of this Realm, and to the great hurt and defraud of the Kmg's Highneſs, in payment of 
his Cuſtoms. © Wherefore it is Enatted, Eſtabliſhed and Ordamed by the Adwice of the [aid Lords 
«* Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons in the ſaid Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the 
* ſame, That any Perſon made, or hereafter to ve made Denizon, ſhall pay for his Merchandize like 
* Cuſtom and Subſidy as he ought or ſhould pay before that he were made Denizon, any Letters Patents 
& or other Ordinances by Parliament or otherwiſe notwithſtanding. 


And to the ſame purpoſe is the Statute of 11 Hemry VII. Cap. 14. 
And to the like purpoſe 1s the Statute of 22 Henry VIII. Cap. 8. 


During the Reigns of Edward VI, Queen Mary, and Queen Elizabeth, nothing is recorded 
touching Naturalization : But when King Fames happily added the Diadem of Scorland to 
this of England, ſo cautious were our Anceſtors, -that they would never admirthe then Na- 


tives of Scotland, though His Majelties Subjects, to the Priviledge that Aliens naturalized do * 


now enjoy. And by the Statute 7 Facob. Cap.2. it is provided by Parhament in theſe words : 


Oraſmuch as the Naturaliz.ing of Strangers, and reſtoring to Blogd perſons attainted, have been 

ever reputed matters of meer Grace and Fay:ur, which are not fit to be 4 any" upon any others 
than ſuch as are of. the Religion now Eſtabliſhed in this Realm : © Be it therefore Enatted by the 
* Kimg's Moſt Excellent Majeſty, the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and the Commons in this preſent 
" mg, os aſſembled, That no Per/on or Perſoms, of what Suality, Condition or Place ſorver, being 
&« of the Age of Eighteen years. or above, ſhall be Naturalized or Reſtored in Blood, unleſs the. ſaid 
&« Perſon or Perſons have received the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, within One Month before 
&« Byll exhibited for that purpoſe ; and alſo ſhall rake the Oath» of Supremacy, and the Oath of Alle- 
© piance, in the Parliament-Houſe, before: bis or her Bill be twice read. And for the better effefi 


&« of the Premiſes , Be it further Enatted by the Authority. aforeſaid, That the Lord Chancellor of - 
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(2) 
* England, or Lord Keeper of the Great Seal for the time being, if the Bill begin in the Upper Houſe, 
«* nd the Speaker of the Commons Houſe of Parliament for the time bemg, if the Bill begin there, 
«* ſhall hawe Authority at all times during the Seſſion of Parliament, to miniſter ſuch Oath and Oaths, 
&* and to ſuch Perſon and Perſons, as by the zrue gutent of this Statute is go be mnimſtred. 


In the Reign of King Charley I. of bleffed memory, the Eng/ih Merchant had a Trade to 
Profit, ſo that many of them arrived to great Eſtates, ſome to 10 0007. value, ſeveral to 
5oo0o0o/. Eſtate. And in all the Reign of King 7ames and King Charles I. not above Ten 
Aliens Merchants were Naturalized, and thoſe ſuch as by long abode in Eng/and had merited 
the kindneſs of the Nation; and then it was rare to hear of an Engliſh Merchant that failed, 
ſo that the Claghiers then grew Rich, by che good Payments the Eng/zh Merchants made 


 therm, and the Clathing of this Kingdom was in great requeſt abroad: And the Gentry then 


began to pur their Sons Apprentices unto Merchants, and it was thought a very good Pro- 
viſion for Gentlemens youngeſt Sons. 


O fortunati fi ſua bina norint. 


But this growing Happineſs of the Ergi/h Merchants was ſoon Eclip'ed, by the late Olive 
rian Ulirpers, who being fond of the Hellander's Coalition with us, and that failing them, 
thoſe Uſurpers did more greedily imbibe the opinion and practice of Naturalization , hoping 
thereby to weaken the Hollanders, by drawing over numbers of Dutchmen, and fo gave this 
ſingular Priviledge to all that ask*d ir, not forbidding the Fews, but encouraging their Admiſ- 
ſion and Abode with us, and laid aſide the faid Statutes for ditterence in Cuſtoms, and that 
alſo of the 7th Facoebi, And thus the induſtrious Engiih Merchant, who cannot live ſo poor- 
ly as a Few, or other Aliens, that live onely in a Chamber, was much diſcouraged: Nor 
was this free admiſſion of Foreign Merchants any weakening to the Dutch, or other Foreign 
States; for there came no number of Artificers with Families, but the greateſt part that came 
to be Naturalized, were ſuch as rather lived like Spies, than Inhabitants amongſt us. And 
though ſome hundreds of Aliens Merchants were then and ſince Naturalized, yet they are no 
acceſſion of Strength or Intereſt to this Kingdom, nor any advance of our Lands ; bur, on 
the contrary, are a great cauſe of diſtraction in Religion, dangerous to the Government, and 
r7inous to the Engizh Trade and Merchant. 


I. That this Naturalization hath bcen a great Cauſe of our diſtraftion in Religion , is 
evident inthe Ettect ; and the worthy Author of the Compaſſimare Enquiry, amonglit the Cau- 
ſes of the Neglect and Contempt of our Religion, brings in Judaiſm; and this Pretence of 
the Enlargement of Trade, as two of the Cauſes, it being, faith that Author, moſt remark- 
ably true of the Engliſh, That their good Nature prompts them to look and think favourably of ſuch 


* rhmgs as they ſee im Requeſt with others, and from thence they proceed to affe&t the Novelty, or at leaſt 


become unſtable in their own Religion, And when the ſaid Uſurpers thought it convenient ro 
make England an Amſterdam of all Religions,the admiſſion of Foreigners wasa moſt effeCtual 
means to introduce that great diverſity of Opinions amongſt us, which hath ever ſince abated 
Mens Zeal for, and Reverence for our Eftabliſhed Religion ; and its worthy Obſervarion, that 
not only the Fews, but thoſe of all other Nations who have obtained this Priviledge, do no 
way inccrporate with the Engliſh, but continue in a diſtinct Body in all Ecclefialtical Afairs, 
not only in their own Perſons, bur alfo in their Children to after-generaticns. 


IT, - This introducing of Merchants Aliens 1s dangerous to the Government, for Aliens will 
not have their Afﬀections changed, nor cheir Alliances exſtinguiſhed by Naturalization ; for 
it isengraven in every Marys heart with indelible Characters, ever to love his Native Sotl and 
Country beſt, witneſs the lace Wars we had with Holland and France, what Advices, what. 
amuſing Stories at the Coffee-honſes, weakning the Hands of His Majeſties SubjeQts, by mif. 
reporting all our Naval Actions: And it hath ever been found, that a Babel in Languages, be- 
gers Confuſion in Kingdoms, and tenderh to beger Fear and Difftdence amonglit the Natu- 
ral born Subjects. 


II]. This Favour to Alzens is rainous to the Engliſh Trade and: Engliſh Merchant, for be- 


_ foretlvs Naturalization, the Engliſh Merchants had rmany Forein Commiſſions very advanta- 


geous to them, which theie Alzens now enjoy ; and- the Enghſh had FaCtories-ſerled in all 
Countries, and by theſe: Factories. influenced and-goeverned the Trade of the World, theſe 
Factors were honourable to. our Nation, eneouragers of our- Mannfattorics, and a great

addition to the Capital Stock of the Kingdom, by the great Eftates they generally gained 
abroad, and brought home amonglit us. By cheſe FaCtontes the Eng/ah became acquainted 
With the Secrets and Myſteries of other Kingdoms, and the Youth of our Nation hred in Mer« 
chandize, had many great Opportunities, beyond that of ather Gentlemen Travellers, ta be 
inſtructed in the works of Gad and Man, of Nature and of Art, to enlarge their Minds as well 
their Fortunes ; to be inured ro Hardſhip and Danger, and inſtructed in Subnilty, and all the 
as Arts of living and ſelf-ſecurity. But fince this particular Naruralization of Merchant Alzens, 
our FaCtories in' France, the Netherlands, Holland, and the beft part in Portugal are ruined, 
and the French, Flandrians, Dutch and Portugals have fo far gained this Point of us fince this 
Naturalization, as that they have ſet up FaCtories here in England, and the Galians bave at- 
tempted che like alſo, to the great ſpoil of our Engliſh Trade and Merchants. 


This Encouragement to Alezs is but a tranſplanting the Trade from Natives to Aliens, for 
Aliens naturalized, beſide the cheapneſs of living here-as Lodgers, have four ar tive per Cert. 
advantage in Trade above the Natives, by the Intereſt of Maney wherewith they Trade, and 
by having the Commiſſion of all their Kindred and Friends abroad, fo that the ancient diſtin- 
Con of one fourth part in Cuſtoms upon Alens naturalized more chan Engliſh, doth but pur 
the Engliſh upon equal terms in Trade with theſe Aliens. 


The Engliſh Merchants have both inclinations and ſtock ſufficient to drive the Trade of this 
Kingdom, and the encreaſe of Aliens Merchants is but the decreaſe and ruine of Natives ; 
for before this frequent Naturalization, there was no complaint of the want of People amongſt 
us; and although theſe Aliens Naturalized, and all other Aliens by the Statute 25 Carols Se- 
cundi Regis, were to pay no other Cuſtoms for any of the Native Commodities of this 
Realm Exported, than are paid by His Majeſties Natural-born Subjetts, for the advancement 
of ſuch our Native Commodities, yet that defign doth not take, for its found by Experience 
that they Export very little of our Ezgliſh Manufattories, but generally make their returns 
by paying Mony in Exchange beyond Sca, for the Toys and Baubles they bring us; and they 
no way encreaſe the Conſumption of our Proviſions by their Families, for thoſe that come to 
be Narturalized,are not any conſiderable number of Artificers with their Families,but are Aer- 
chants, and are one of a Tribe, two of a Town, and five or ſix of a Province, fitted inſtruments 
to carry on the deſigns of their Employers; and the greateſt part of them axe nor intended 
ro inhabit with us, but, hkke Summer-Birds, when they have filled their Pockets, or if trouble 
or War ariſe, they will not forget their Fathers Land, and in ſuch caſe hereafter, as for- 
merly, may be inſtruments of great inconvenience to His Majeſty and His Natural-born 


Sub jets. 


The advantages to the Nation by this particular Naturalization have been loudly pro- 
claimed, as being rhe only wav to increaſe His Majeſties Subjects, advance Trade, and to raiſe 
the price of Lands ; but as hitherto it hath had no ſuch eftect, fo it will never produce any 
ſuch or other advantage to this Kingdom, unleſs it could be preſumed, thar che liberal offer 
of rhis priviledge had vertne and power in it to bring in ſuch Perſons for Namber and Qua- 
liry,as tne Kingdom may ſeem to ſtand in need of ; bur,as hath been faid, few or none of thoſe 
come to accept theſe priviledges, but ſiich only come as have deſigns upon the Kingdom 
for their own advantage ; and their practices have been and will be according to their Prin- 
Cipies and Intereſts,for of the great number of Merchants that have beenadmitred,few of them 
have purchaſed Lands in England, and not many of them intermarried with Eng/zſh amongſt 
us ; few of them Hive otherwiſe than as Lodgers, and divers Aliens have got Credit amongſt 
us, have broke nuich indebted unto the Engizh, who are conſtantly loſers by them ; but 
their own Country-men are better treated, 1t being the Principle of many of theſe Aliens to 
preſerve the CapitalStock of their own Countries : For they uſe to ſet up one, and make him 
great in Credit, and then he breaks indebted to the Engliſb, but falves his own Country-men, 
and then they ſet up anather,; as bath been inſtanced in ſeveral of theſe Alzes Merchants one 


after another. 


Thus ehdeth the firſt part of the Hiſtory of Naturalization, whereby it appears that we 
have been abuſed by theſe Aliens; for thoſe who ſhould come and be beneficial to us, are nor 
with us;and thoſe that have and do come are prejudicial to us.It remains therefore,that all true 
Engliſh-men joyn in thetr ſupplicati2rs, that Proviſion may be made to encourage Gentle- 
mers Sons in Merchandize, and that according to the Preſident of the- aforeſaid Statutes 
this miſchief be ſpeedily retrieved: Not by ſorbbiding Aliens from a peaceable Abode and 

. Trade 
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Trade amongſt us, but by maintaining the 'ancient and equal difference between them'and 
Natives, by making all Aliens born liable to Aliens Cuſtoms for their Toyes and Baubles; and 
other. Merchandize. which they ſhall import, or thar at leaſt thoſe who are either Jews.or 
Infidels, choſe who have got this priviledge by indirect means, and all thoſe Aliens Merchavts 
who have no Families amongſt us, but live in Chambers as Lodgers, may loſe their privi- 
ledge of Naturalization. And that it may be Provided for by 'a Law, That no Aliens Mer- 
chants be hereafter admitted to the Priviledge of Naturalization, until they have lived as 
Denizons by His Majeſties Letters Patents, a certain number of years amongſt us, or un- 
ci]: they have intermarried with Engliſh, or Purchaſed Lands . upon their Denization , or 
otherwiſe merited his Majeſties Favour and Bounty by ſome ſignal Service. 


If it be Objected, 


That there is an EXferiment which may be more ſafely truſted to than Argument, m that the Hol- 
landers by the wniverſal admiſſion of all Foremers unto equal Priviledge with Natives, have 
arrived to a great Trade, and thereby to Riches and Strength beyond other Nations. 


The Anſwer is, 


The Hollanders are only ſtrong in Shipping, which are Man'd by the Natives of the Coun- 
try. But how eafily were they vanquiſhed at Land, when the French, for asking, got fo 
much-of their Country ; and the Reaſon is plain, for all Foreigners are but as Sojourners, and 
had rather : change their Governours, than venture either their Perſons or Eſtates when 
troubles come. 


The Hollanders are neceſſitated to give a free toleration of all Religions, without which 
Forezgners Will not joyn themſelves in numbers to that or any other Nation. 


Yet even in Hellaxd there is a very conſiicrable difference made between Aliens and Na- 
tives, for Aliens pay there, upon Importation or Exportation of their Commodities, con- 
ſiderable Duties and Tolls to the City, Town and Port where they unlade their Goods, 
which are not paid by Natives. 


The Hollanders have gp Lands.te-live npon, nor other ways than that of Trade to advance 
their Induſtrious and Ingemous Youth, and ſo all their Eſtates de{cend frem Fathers to Sons in 
Trade and Merchandize, and ſo need nor fear the loſing of their Trade of Merchandizes 
by the Acceſſion of Foreigners. 


But in England we have Lands to live upon, and have ſeveral other wayes for advancing 
Ingenious and Induſtrious Perſons, belides that good way of Merchandizing ; and it through 
frequent Naturalization of Alien Merchants,the Trade of Merchandizing in England become a 
poor picquering Trade ( as it will quickly be, if Foreigners be equal in Priviledges with 
Enelich ) chen all our Gentry, and men of Eſtates and Ingenuity, will Icave Merchandizing 
unto Foreigners, and betake themſelves to the more profitable Employments of the Court, 
the Camp, Divinity, the Law and Phyſick : And ſo in a ſhort time we ſhall loſe the Trade 
of Merchandizing, which is the Milireſs of the World, by the miſtaken methods we pur- 
ſue in the Courtſhip of her. 


The Sum of all is, That it ſhould ſeem great Prudence for all Englqh Subjects, for the 
benefit of themſelves, and their poſterity, to implore His Majeſties Favour herein, and 
uſe all other Diſcreet and Lawful wayes to prevent the future Naturalization of Aliens: 
Or if any hereafter ſhall, for weighty reaſons, be Naturalized, that it may be under 
this proviſo, That they pay a greater Cuſtom to His Majeſty for the Goods and Merchandi- 

' es they ſhall Import or Export, than His Majeſties Subjefs pay, and all Town and Port Du- 

 tzes payable therefore by Aliens, And hereby will His Majeſties Cuſtoms be increaſed, the 
Honour and Intereſt of the Engliſh and Native Merchants be preſerved and main- 
tained, the younger Sons of the Engliſh Gentry be preferred ; and, generally, the good 
of all. His Majeſties Subjects be advanced. |

HE Author of the ſaid Pamphlet wanting wherewithal to ſupport his bad Cauſe, makes uſe of moſt notorious 
fallities of his own Romantick Invention, and diſguiſes the truth, which will be underſtood by the following 
Account. . - 

New-Windſor was made a free Burrough in the fifth year of Edward the Firſt by Charter, wherein it is ſaid, 
Quod probi honines ejuſdem ville ſit Libri Burgenſfs, &c, So that it is granted by all hands, that the Inhabitants 
:n gcneral have the Right of Election. " 

The 28th of Angnſt laſt was the day of EleCtion, when Mr. (urey, Mr. Powney, Mr. Winwood, and Mr. Starkey ſtood to be

- At the taking of the Poll, it is moſt notoriouſly known, and by the Poll-Book may be plainly made appear, that Mr. Wi- 
wood and Mr. Starkey polled all manner of perſons they could prevail with to give their Votes for then; and cauſed Querys 
to be put on the Names of thoſe very men who themſclves had ſolidted to be for them ( giving their Voices for Carey or 
FPowrey, ornmeither of them. ) | | 

But that at any time during the Poll, the Majority of Voices reſted with Wirwood and Starkey, is ſo untrue, that 
Mr. Starkey did in the hearing of ſeveral credible Witneſles, confeſs Mr. Powney was certainly choſen. 

The Poll laſting all the 28th, and till Noon on the 29th, was then cloſed, in taking whereof, all the fairneſs and indiffer- 
ency in the world, was ſhewen by the Mayor and under-Steward to all parties z when the Poll was cloſed, Mr. Starkey made 
fome general exceptions 3 and that done, he immediately departed the Court, and refuſed to ſtay to hear the anſwer given 
thereunto ; which anſwer was to the full ſatisfaftion of the Judges of the Poll, and of all the EleCtors ; and Mr. Winwood 
and his Friends finding he had loſt it, ſtood only upon Mr. Starkey's exceptions, and withdrew.

From Friday in the Morph the Court was adjourned till Monday nine a Clock, when neither Mr. Wizwood, nor Mr. Starkey, 
nor any for them appearing, the Court again adjourned till three in the Afternoon, when Mr. Cary, and Mr. Powney appeared 
to make good their Exceptions, and to vindicate the Legality of the Voices on their Poll, (and no body oftering to do the 
like on the others) were proclaimed duly Elected, and returned according]y.

SIRS, 


OUR frequent ſolicitations to know my thoughts concerning the many 
talks of Plots, hath at laſt prevailed with me ; and they are thele. 
JT. I think no man that is not void of Reaſon and 'True Proteſtant Re- 
ligion , can any Way queſtion the realiry of the Pop.ſh Plot ; it being 
made out fo clearly (to the fatisaction of the Law) even by the Plotters themſelves ; 
whom God at laſt wrought ſo upon, that they &urſt nor go on, but by a Divine Hard 
were forced to diſcover their own and others hellith Defigns: Had not God w 
this Change upon them, a Diſcovery had been 1mpotdible; tor no honeſt man durſt 
have ventured his Soul to have been the Carrier on of ſuch Diabolical Deſigns; but I 
alſo think, that our King hath, and will take ſuch «ffeCtual Care, by putting the Laws 
in Execution, that we may be free from the like tuture dangers. 

H. I think no man, thar is not void of Reaſon, Loyalty to his King, and Love to 
his Country, can any wayes queſt;on, bur the fame Plot is ftill carrying on: - Yet by 
different, men for aifferent ends: (v:z.) By men calPd Phanaticks or Cormmon-Wealths- 
men; the Papiſts contrive ſecrerly, wanting a plaulible Pretence to take with rhe Peo- 
ple; rheother find ſecret working would fail rhem, therefore fly ro the Law, endea- 
you: to inake. that ſpeak their T'reaſons Legal : and fo delude the unwary by covering 
their Horrid Deſigns with fo tair a Vail ; But durſt they appear without rhar, the mul- 
titude would ſoon cry, Tyburn, Tybarn as a juſt reward for ſuch who would have 
wheedled them into {lavery. 

The Papifts would deſtroy our Church and State; fo would the Common-Wealths- 
men: The Papiſts would ſet up Popery and abfolure Monarchy; the other an Amſter- 
dam Religion, #nd Arbitrary Government im the hands of many; but the latter defign- 
ing Gentlemen ſay, They only endeavour to ſecure Proteſtant Religion and Property; 
it Nis were all,Pray,why did they not accept the Security the King cftered ;fuch as was 
never offered by a King, never refuſed by a People; for in caſe of the King's Death , 
(whoſe life God long continue) rhe Adminiſtrative Power would have been 1n rhe 
har ds of Proteſtants,and that by a Law, and pray, what then could the D. of T5+k have 
done againſt Power and Law. But the truth 18, rhefe Gentlemen were tor Power in 
Poſſeſl:on, not in Reverſion ; for the K.ng muſt either devolve upon them all bur the 
name of King, as Navy, Militia, and- whatever is of value ; otherwiſe they will ftill 
| A ſuggeſt 
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fuggeſt unto the People , there 1s, great danger of Popery and Arbitrary Govern- 
ment.----- Oh, fooliſh Engliſh-men ! Who hath bewitched you to believe ſuch Lyars? 
They ſay-they will make our King a glorious King ; Oh! Jeſuits, for they do not 
tell you where they laugh when you believe it here, no, Heaven is the Place, they 
tell you ; "They-will make you a free People, ſtill Mental Refervarions ; *Fis they will 
make you free to part with your Moneys ; free to accept free quarter ; free of any Re- 
gion fo it myke for their Intereſt. . | 

In the mean time (as tender as their Conſciences are) they complain not againſt rhe 
Jews Synagogue here,which 1s becauſe they cannot hurt them, no more would they 
agdinft rhe Papiſts, would they. -bring Lands to them, not take from them ; ,had not 
Papiſts as much Laberty in the late time as ſince? But you will ſay, they. werethen {e- 
queſtrated; ſo were Proteſtants, and both as they were Delinquents ; and were not Pa- 
pilts uſually admitted ro Compolirion with Proteſtants ? Were there not then as many 
Prieſts and Jeſuits as ſince? And how many then ſuffered as ſuch ? (not one) bur theſe 
Zelors could then and would ſtill be Friends with Papiſts, might they but have the 
ſoveraign Power, King, and Church-Lands in their Pofleition, but theſe men.canr'r 
endure'to hear of 40 and 41. * i'is great Pitty they could not have had their then Act- 
ings forgotten, as well as forg.-cn ; then indeed they. might hope to accompliſh their 
heilith Deſigns now, as well as then. O little Politicians! whatin one Age to play one 
Game twice ! but how do they acquit themſelves of the Parallels of 40and 41? Only 
with Billinſpate Language,and the Act of Oblivion, as it they had been forgiven for no 
other end, but to act the ſame Villames over again---Burt they tell you, *tis not now, as 
in 40 and 41, and] think they ſpeak true as to one part (vz) that the People are aot 
ſoTumultuous; (no thanks to them) for now they went from houfe to houſe with their 
Perition, and glad to get any ; Whereas before the People fought their Perition : Bur 
as for their Leaders, they aCt as if ſeven Unclean Spirits, more than before, were entred 
into them ; otherwiſe what 'Tends their ſo ſtrenuous endeavouring to get men' of their 
old Principle, that can ſwallow all Oaths ; take Sacraments upon them to be Magiſtrates, 
but that they may pack Juries, andſo commit Infolencies without fear, and make a way 
to be Legal Traitors. IX 

Yet theſe men would have you believe they are the only Patriots of their Country; 
bur did they not in 40, and after, prove Wolves in Sheeps Cloathing, and are not 
tore of thele now the very men that acted then? are they not of reſtleſs, an.bitious and 
coverous natures ? or men of broken or breaking Fortunes; and ſhall True Engliſh-men 
be ſuch fools, to believe thoſe who have no better wayes to commend themſelves to the 
People, and to countenance all their aCtings, than by going about to make a breach 
upon the beſt Conſtitution of Government in the World, by afferting that the ſove- 
raign Power licth in the Commons, -and would have all men wonder why the King 
will not wholly catt himſelf upon them. 

Now I will otter to the common ſenſe of any man, whether he wou!d put himſelf 
under the Guardianſhip of thoſe that had murdered his Father, and rurn'd himſelf out 
of all:. And I will farther offer whether the King have not reaſon to be equally jealous 
of the Proteſtant Difſenters , as of the Papiſts, the former in this Age having aCtu- 
ally ſubverred Church and State, the latter only plotred fo to do. 

But this I know will be looked upon as an unpardonable Crime, to take notice that 
Phanatick Proteſtants ſhould allow themſelves in that which they condemn in a Pa- 
pit, (viz) to overthrow a Proteſtant Church, and murther a Proteſtant King. But 
theſe zealous Reformers ſay, they defigned nothing but to make our King great ; fo 
did they in 40. They complain not againſt the Ring, but againſt his Evil Counſellors; 
ſo did they in 40. They would be content with Reformation ; ſo ſaid they in 40. 
But they will teil you, they mean now as they ſay ; but how ſhall we know it? I ſup- 
poſe the R'ng will never Truſt them fo as to try them; for ſome of theſe men were in 
40, and as yet they never ſhew'd any change, bur in changing, getting 1n all to Go- 
vernments: Yet as noxious humors ſfpewed out of all; theſe in 40 and 41, were as 
well eſteemed for ho:e{t-men, as theſe would have the World believe them to be now, 
but then they had got fitting Power ; and do bur ſee what they offered to their then 
King about April 42; Eight Propoſitions declaring their Rights, and their Petition 
and Advice in May following, Conſiſting of 19 Propoſitions, both which I have -—

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ded to this Paper, that the World may Judge whether it this Government ſhouid at- 
tempt to put ſuch Conditions , but upon any private man, we had not juſt reaſon to 
cry out 'T'yranny, Oppreſſion, and all that could be bad; nay, was there ever 
a free born Engliſh man ithat would leave that to be fuch an enſlaved King ? Bur 
I would have theſe that talk ſo much of God, rake notice of his hand formerly againſt 
them ; for when under pretence of Redrefling what was amiſs in Church and State , 
they had by ſlaughter (to give it the beſt terms) Pillage , Plunder , Sequeſtration , 
Decimation , Free Quarter, unheard of Monthly Taxes and Excifes, brought Church 
and State to ruine. Then they went about ro build their Babel to reach to Heaven and 
Etervity ; how then did God contound their Language, and make ſome ſpeech Pres 
byterian, Independent, Anabapriſt, 5. Monarchy , Quaker, Sweet-Singer, with di- 
vers more? How can they think now to carry on their work, fince yet they do not, 
nay, confident I am, never will underſtand one another? "Therefore would offer an 
Expedient to put an end to all Plotz, and continue our Peace,that we fear God, honour 
and Obey our King, and Love one another ; and all that will not comply with this , 
let them meet with Koral's Reward; Numb. 16. 31, 32, 33, &c. 2nd it came to 
paſs 25 he had made an end of ſpeaking all theſe words: That the ground clave aſunder 
that was under them. And the Earth opened her math, and ſwallowed them up, and 
their houſes, and all the men that appertained unto Korah, and all thetr Guods. They , 
and all that apger:ained :o them went down into the Pit, and the Earth cloſed upon them, 
and they periſhed from among the Congregation, &c, That they being removed, our 
Land may enjoy Peace and "Truth.

The Nmeteen Prepoſitions in May following. 


I. That the Lords and other of His Majeſties Privy Council, and all great O- 
cers of State, both ar home and abroad, be put from their Imploayments, and from his 
Council, fave only ſuch as thould be approved of by both Houles of Parliament , and 
none pur into their places but by approbation of the ſaid Houſes: And that all Privy 
Councellors take an Oath for the due Execution of their places in ſuch form as ſhall be 
agreed upon by the ſaid Houſes.

A Would 
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Would we have our Religion ſecured ? We have the Laws cn our ſide, 
and the Royal Word of a King for't: The King has declared, "That he 
will maiutain our Religion, as now by Law Eſtabliſhed ; and do what in 
him lies, tro make the Church- of Ezg/azd flouriſh. 

Gentlemen ! }i/here the Word of a King is, there is Power : And what the 
King hath declared, he will make good ; tor no Prince is juſter to his Word, 
than he is. Would we have our Rights and Liberties preſerved ? We have 
a Prince of the greate{t Juſtice upon Earth. WhiPfſt he was a Subject, he 
was the moſt Faithful Friend, and the Beſt of Maſters to his Servants ; and,T 
hope, a good Maſter will never make an ill King, But more ; Ve have his 
Royal Promiſe, That he will walk ia the Steps of his deaveft Brother. Would 
we have the Glories of our Kingdom maintain'd ; would we ſee the Old 
Epgliſh Bravery once again Flouriſh ! We have now the moſt ViCtorious 
aad Warlike Prince in Chriſtendom; a King, who darcs attempt any thing, 
but an ill Act; a King, who has been a Souldier almoſt from his Cradle. 
{ need not tell you, how he ſignalized his Valour under the Proteſtaut Ma- 
reſchal 7 »rezme in Fraxce : TI need not ſpeak of his Magnanimity under Doz 
Jnan of Auſtria, againit the French King then in League with the Exgliſh 
Rebels : I need not remember you of the Extraordinary Hazards of his Royal 
Perſon, in the Dutch Engagements, fighting for the Rights and Honour of 
our Nation, and expoling himſelf in a Shower of Fire and Bullets ; Bullets, 
which diſtinguiſh nor the greateſt Prince from the meaneit Souldier. 

Gentlemen ! He was then the Joy and Treaſure of our Nation ; and our 
Repreſentatives in Parliament, did not only gratefully acknowledge his Ser- 
vices ; but did almoſt Loyally chide him, for hazarding his Royal Perſon in 
War, in whom all our Hopes and ExpeQations were center'd. He 1s {twll 
the lame FAMES the Fuft, the Valiant, and the Brave ; though we (I with 
{ were not to name 1t, tor the Honour of my Nation) ingratefully revolted 
trom him. | 

Away then with all Phzzatick Fears and Jealouſies | Can the Grand-Child 


of James the Peaceful, can the Son of Charles the Magtyr, can the Brother of 


Charles the Gracious, can the Victorious and Juſt Fames Duke of Tork and 
Albany prove an ill King ? It cannot be. Can he, who has been an Obe- 
dient Subject for Fifty two Years together ; can the juſte{t Maſter, and the 
firmeſt Friena, and the moſt Faithful Brother, prove an ill King ? It can- 
not be ; and God forbid, that any one ſhould think it. 

Gentlemen ! Let us remember our Duties, and endeavour all we can to be 
Loyal ; and then we need not doubt, but God will bleſs us with a Merciful 
and a Gracious King. Our Submiſhon to his Rule, our Content and Chear- 
ful Obedience under his Government, will return to us in Showers of Mercy, 
Kindneſs and Juſtice. 

Good Subjects do. generally make good Kings ; and if our King ſhould 
prove otherwile, 1t will be our own Faults. What ſhall I ſay more * Charles 
the Gracious itill lives in FAMES the Juſt.

Tatereft, which would byaſs them to any thing : So thoſe who are known 
to be faithful to their God, and prefer their /eligion and C onſcience betorc 
their Iztereſt, will, no doubt make a Conſcience ikewile to ſerve their 
King and ( ountrey, when the ſame God and Religion obliges them to do ir. 

Our former ( Lriſtian Kings were tor many Ages iecure even under 
the Roman Religion, when ther Subjects were ty'd by Oaths, no lels oblj- 
g10g 'tis true then theſe, but couched in other Terms. Other Kings and 
Kinedoms think themſelves no lefs ſecur'd thanWe when ſuch an A/zgiance 
is (worn unto them. And ſhall We alone endeavour to Fetter the ( onſciences 
of thoſe who make a Conſcience to ſerve their Ring and « ozxtrey, tho' ty'd 
by no other Bonds than the true Principles of Religion and {ound Moralitys 
We know 'tis not Allegiance they boggle ar, for That they are always rea- 
dy to pay with the hazard of their Lives and Fortunes, but tis their Rel; 
gion they would not abandon, their Faith,jthey would not quit, their God, 

to whom they would not be Rebellious. Shall we therefore, when we 
know they are Perſons will be faithful to a Kizg, who has promiſed Us 
His Protcdion, and under whole ProteFion alone we can ever hope to-ſub- 
fj#, ſhall We I (ay, refuſe their aſſiſtance mn theſe conjun@ures * We know

= feph Bullivant, Joh. Baxter, Francis Wantell, Fran- 
cis Martyn, John Gibſon and William Jones, for 
Piracy by them committed on a Ship belonging to the 
Dutch,on the 3d. of December lait,who were all taken 
and Pinioncd together ,aud brought before the King and 
Council, who committed them to the Marſhalleas. 


T \Here being a Debt of 151612 /. agreed on, and ſtated by the King and 


Council, ro be due to the Adminiſtrators of Sir William Conrten, and 

Sir Paul 'Pynden, for Damages done unto them by the Darch, on 2 

Enzliſh Ships, Trading to the Eaſt-Indies 3 His Majeſty was graci- 
oully pleaſed ro Grant unto Ges. Carew, Merchant and Adminiſtrator unto 
the ſaid Sir William Cuurten, and Sir Paul Pyndar, Letters of Reprifals, on 
the' 19th. of May, in the 19th. Year of His Majeftics Reign, cauſing them 
to be made Patents, and were paſled under the Great Seal of England, to 
remain effettual in Law , until rhe Summ of 151612 /. before agreed on, 
and ſtared by His Maſty and Council, ſhall be reprized and -fatistied. 

In the year 1667, a Peace was concluded at Breda, betwixt England and 
Holland, &c. wherein was an Article incerted generally, That all Ations 
and Pretenſions —_—_ on either ſide ; ſhould by virtue of that Peace 
be oblitcrated, difchull'd, and made void, wherein alſo Letters of Mart, 
and Reprizals were comprehended, 

In the year 1672, a new War commenced between EZ»2/and ahd Holland, 
and in the year 1674 a common Alliance was concluded, but no reparati- 
on made or alotted to rhe aforeſaid Mr. Carew, and others claiming under 
the ſaid Sir W:/liam Conrten, and Sir Paul Pyndix, Wherefore, and in purſu- 
ance of His Majeſties gracious Letters Patents of Reprizal, Carew, &c. did in 
April, 1680, fit out to. Sea 3 Veſlels, to reprize what they could, towards 
ſatisfaction of the Debt before mentioned ; But His Majeſties moſt Ho- 
nourable Privy Council ſent Orders to the Admiralty, to ſtop all ſuch Ships 
and Men. And His Majeſty did then alſo in Council, by way of Sper ſedeas 
revoke the aid Letters Patents, and Iſſued forth Proclamation accordingly. 

Notwithſtanding which, Capr. G»y/her in the Ship Bong adventure, put to 
Sea; and did on or about the 34. of December following, ſeize a Gallior Hoy, 

being called the Love of Rotterdam, loaden with Wine apd Pruans, bound 
from Bourdeaux to Dort. Guyth:r being at Anchor in Cowes Road with the 
Prize ; Danic! Gyles, Marſhal of the Admiralty, retook the ſaid Veſſel _

Captain Guyther, rogether with the Commiſſion or Deputation which he 
- Had from Mr.carew, and brought nim with his men ”:z»1oned rogerher as 
Piraes to London,who were on the 1/t. Fay. following by Warrant of Coun- 
cil, all Committed to the Marſhalſeas Priſon in Southwark,ftrom whence rhe 
were brought to Tryal. Upon which Mr.Carew, and the reſt of the Pro- 
prietors Arreſted the faid Danze! Gyles, for taking this Galliot Hoy. from 
Captain Guyther inſo Arbitrary a manner, and withour any Legal Warrant 
for his ſo doing : Bur the Judges of the Kavs-Bench diſcharged Gyles on 
Common Bail,and Prejudged that theCaprtain and his Men ſhould be Han- 
ged, notwithſtanding their Actings were by Virtue of the ſaid Letters Fa- 
rents. ER g 
His Majeſty was gratiouſly plcaſed at the ſpecial inſtance and preſſure of 
the Du1ch Ambaſſador, Fc. to grant a ſpecial Commillion out of the Admi- 
ralty to Try the aforeſaid Captain Crompton Guyther, Wil.l oals, Foſeph Ballr- 
vant, john gaxter, Francis Wanſl, Francis Martyn, /ohn G:bſon, and W:l. jones, 
for their Lives, both for Fellony and Piracy upon the Statute of the 28th 
of Henry the $th.cap.i5. Thereby conſtituting about 60 Judges and ac- 
cordingly on Fryday the 17. Febr. were brought ro their Tryal at the Maz- 
ſhil(cas, where were ar leaſt 20 Judges on the Beach. | 

Sir Lion Fenkins being Jugge of the Admiralty opened the Cauſe, and 
did in a very Learned Speech fer forth the mifcheyiouſnelſs of the Fact,and 
how that ſuch Actions it ſuffered might involve the Nation in another 
War, *:. Great were the debates whether the Priſoners ſhould be allow- 
ed Council, which ar laſt was granted them. The Witneſſes were produced, 
but rhey pleaded Juſtification, and Mr.Carew produced his Majeſties Letters 
Patenrs of Reprizal, which though very Þbng and tedious was Read and 
proved very Ample and Circumſtanrial : On the other hand his Majeſties 
Superſedias under the Great Seal, was pie age and read, jrogether with 
hisMajeſtics Proclamatiog which did poſitively prohibir and forbid the ſaid 
Carew from any Adings by virtue of rhe ſaid Letters of Reprizals, as alſo 
the Articles of Alliance berween his Hajeſty and the States General, and par- 
- 200 thar particular which made null and void thoſe Letters of Repri- 

al. 

Great and tedious were the Debates on both fides for ir held from 
ten in the Forenoon till abour four in the Afternoon, and the 
the Matter ſcem'd to go hard againſt the Priſoners: Burt Judge Char /ton 
turnd the Scale by ſaying, That they did it not with a Fellonious intent, 
but by Warrant, and after they had taken the Ship, they treated the 

men thereof civilly, and ſet them on ſhore, and canfinto harbor: And 
therefore, he thought them not guilty of rhe Felony and Piracy where- 
of they ſtood indidted : And declared, That he would waſh his hands 
from their Bloud. Many particulars there were: too teadious here to 
inſert: Upon which the Jury withdrew, and brought them in Nor 
Guilty both of the Felony and Piracy. And they were diſcharged ac- 
cordingly. | 

Noryithſtand ing which, The whole Court were of Opinion, That 
Mr. Carew's Commiſſion was Void in Law, and would rheretore have 
taken ir from him. Bur Sir Georgg Treby Recorder of Londox oppos'd 
the ſame, ſaying, That fince they were trying Men for Depredations, 
they ought not ro practiſe it themſelves. Burt they bound Mr Carew to 
anſwcr the ſame ar the Kings-Bench Bar.
